Tn1s is fafficient to thew what the ancient State of 
the Church, or what che Beclefiaftical Part of our old 
Conftitution was. It was a monitrous Tyranny, erec- 
ted over the Souls, Bodies, and Effates of the Laity ; it 
was not a pretended /piritual, but a real fecular Power, 
independent of the civil, and to which the civil was 
taught to bow down. 

Whar dreadful Mifchiefs this Power did in the 
World, particularly in England, I need not relate ; 
‘Tithe would fail me to enumerate them, and no human 
Heart could bear to hear them* entimerated ; yet this 
is the State, and rhis the Conftitution which Mr. D’ Anvers 
labours to refeue from the Charge of /ega/ Slavery, with- 
the fame View as he vindicated the ancient civil Con/fti- 
tution, which was, to throw Difgrace and Infamy up- 
on the modern, particularly that fince the Rewe/ution. 

Bur where lies the Comparifon? What an infinite 
Difference is there between the Ecclefaftical Part of the 
Conftitution in thofe Days and in our’s{ Our prefent 
Ecclefiaftical Conktitution is not indeed perfec? ; 1 mean, 


‘ not perfectly, abfolutely, and iztirely Protefiant ; for, to 


be perfely Protefiant, there fhould be no civil Incapaci- 
ties on account of Opinions or Practices merely re/igious, 
nor any Courts of Judicature but the c#wi/ Courts. 
some Things about Tythes and Charch Fines (and Lay 
Fines too) fhould be fettled ; and when this is done, our 
Ecclefiaftical Conftitution (as fome afteét to call ii) 
would be as perfeé&t as the State of human Affairs will 
admit. But, as it is, and attended with fome Imper- 
fections, it is an excellent Conttitation : It is abfolutely 
dependent on the civil Power ; there lies its grand and 
diitinguifhing Excellence (I fpeak fo/itically, not asa 
Divine) It is, by the Reformation and Revolution, 
rendered fo harmlefs, God be thanked, that there is 
fcarceé a Man in the Kingdom that feels there is any 
Church Power, unlefs it be a few Quakers, on account 
of Tythes, whofe Sufferings are a Difgrace io Protef- 
tants; for the Tythes fhould be taken a Aorter and 
p AS But, to the dreadjul [ndependency 
‘the Church, with ail its ‘Train of diimal Confequen- 


‘ces, is at an End. We are under the Power of the Le- 


giflature, and can’t be hurt but by ourf/ves: We are 
therefore fafe in our Perfons and Properties, and in our 
Souls too; for thofe Theological Scarecrows, Herefj 
and Schi/m, are at an End tno. We know, that, ac 
cording ta the Scripture Doéfrine, there is no Heretick 
but a vicious Man, nor ahy Schifmatich, but he who 
preaches Doétrines to make Men Aate one another. 

But, befides this happy Dependency of the Ecclefiafti- 
cal upon the civil Power, the Clergy themfelves, fince 
the Revolution (which occafioned the Examination ot 
all Opinions) are come into other Principles ;. and 
many of them have as generous Sentiments of Liberty 
as the Laity. I fpeak it upon my Knowledge ; and it 
appears froma great Number of their Writings. Their 

Opinions about Religion and Poltichs are very much 
changed from what they were during the Reigns of the 
_Stuarts, and fo ate their Praices too ; which | fincerely 
mention to their Honour. And I think that Craf?/- 
man of Sept. 27. under a Pretence of being wrote by 
Andviw Mervel, is a moft feandalous Satyr upon the 
Bench of Bithops ; for, in that Paper, they are abujed 
for doing what the Whigs always counted it their Duty to 
do, and for being what they always condemned them 
for not being. ‘The general Reafon for all the Odium 
thrown upon the Clergy fince the Revolution, by she 
| Whigs, was, becaufe many of them oppofed the Prin- 
ciples and Meafures of Submiffion to the Revolution, 
and the Settlement of the Crown upon the prefent 
Royal Family ; and do we now revi/e them becaufe they 
are come into thofe Principles and Meafures? What 


hath the juff Satyr of Mr. Marvel, or any other Whig 
Writer, in the Clofe of King Charies’s Reign, to do 
with the prefent Clergy, or the prefent Bench of Bifhops ? 
’Tis faid (and I believe with ‘Truth) that the Bench of 
Bithops ran fo flavifhly at that Time into all the Mea- 
fures of the Court, that it extorted from Me Locke this 
ever memorable Expreflioh, that they were the dead 
Let it be 
ever memorable : But what Relation has this to she 
prefent Bifoops? None at all ; unlefs it ean be fhewn, 
that there is a Parily of Defgns and Aftians between the 
Court of King Chares at that Time, and the prefent 


Weight of the Haufe. Well, amd what then ? 
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Court ; there and there only lies the Point. ’Tis true{ 
that the Bifhops did ¢hen run favily into the Meafures 
of the Court ; but can there be a viler or bafer Infinua- 
tion than what runs thro’ this whole Craft/man, that 
the prefent Bifbops run flavifoly into the Meafures of the 
Court, when there are no lavish Meafures carried on, 
and when the Court is infinitely more reafonable, and 
more nationally virtuous than their Oppofrs? .*Tis 
therefore a fcandalous Piece of Jngratitude-and Injuftice 
in the Whigs to abufe the Bithops, becaufe they ap- 
pear (and by Appearances we muft judge) to be in the 
Intereft of the prefent Government ; I honour them for 
that, and fo ought all the Whigs in the Kingdom, and 
leave the dirty Work of Calumny to Tories and Faco~’ 
bizes: ’ Tis their Bufinefs to traduce all Men who are 
tor the Government; let us confine it to their Hands, 
and treat the Clergy as they deferve. Many of them 
deferve well ; and tho’ there are Bigors amongitthem, 
fo there are amongft all Sorts of Men. Are there not 
Bigots among the Difenters? Ave there not Bigots.in 
Scotland, in Geneva, in Holland? Yes, and among 
Freethinkers (as they call themfelves) and Infidels yoo. 
‘There are Men to be found who would burn.a Man for 
believing and fuch Zealots among the Whigs, who 
would hang a Man for being a Jory. But what have 
we to do with thefe Men? ‘There are no more Bigots 
among the Clergy, Number for Number, than among 
any other Set of Church-men (Proteftants I mean) in 
Europe ; and "tis my Opinion, net fomany,. ‘They are 
growing into Principles of Liberty ; and if we will look 
upon them as a Body of Men coming into the Intereft of 
Mankind, we may gradually increafe their Number in 
our Intereft. 

Tuere is another Thing Lameht to mention to the 
Honour of the Clergy of the Cilurch of Eagland, that 
they have been, ever fince the Keformation, the moit 
Learned among the Protettants, in all Arts.and Scien- 
ces, and the beft Divines. . They are now the beft 
Writers, and the beit Preachers of any Clergymen in 
Europe ; and their Produétions in the fevetal Parts of 
Learning, efpecially Divinity, have generally excelled 
thes Fellow-Proteftants... What is Dutch Diwiniep, or 
Scotch Divinity! Who can read it! This diftinguifh- 
ing Excellence may be chiefly attributed to rhe Natare 
of the Ecclefiaftical Comftitution of England, and thofe 
Degrees of P referment, Wealth, Dignitics, and Henour 
in the Charch, which create a noble Emulation, and 
work ftrongly upon the, natural Ambition of young 
Minds ; for here a Man no fooner takes Orders than 
he may look upto » Bithopri#k or Archbilhovrick, and 
confider himfelf in the Path that leads him tobe a Le- , 
giflater and a Peer ; whichis an Honour no Church- 
men in the World ever arrived at but in Explend, and 
which feems, I fay, to: be one Reafan; among others 

(‘ach as being bred up in publick Schools with young 
Nobiemen and Gentlemen, &c.) why our Clergy have fo 
far exceeded the Proteflants of Denominations ; 
for’ the fupid Parity of Commonwealths in Church or 
State, freeze? the rational Fatulties, and dries up all the 
natyral. Springs of Action ; and their privete Education 
contradls ‘their Minds and Bodies, and difables them 
from acting properly and gracefully in publick Life.
